~ Dear Faruer: I write you about “Ice and Ice 
“Houses.” 

Ice is now considered not a luxury merely, but 
an indispensable article of comfort and economy, 
and a remedy in many diseases which occur dur- 
ing our long sultry summors, 

How thencan it bobost preserved? The. obsor- 
yance of a few simplo rules is al! that is necessary, 
and the application of these must be varied ac- 
-cording to circumstances, nnd the good sense of 
‘the constructor. : 

1st. The wator which in any way gets into ‘the 
house must be speedily and thorougbiy druin- 
ed. = 

2d. The sides and roof should be imperfect con- 
ductors of heat, wood is the most suitable; brick 
and stone much less so.
